A Tariff Commistifon. 
The suggestion comes from 


N. J.,that the tariff be taken out of 
politics. This is not a new idea, but it 
now assumes for the first time some 
practical form, with an outline for pro- 
cedure by Mr. Samuel B. Archer, who 
for the full and proper advocacy of his 
suggestions has published this week the 
first number of a weekly paper called 
The Tariff Commi.ssion. 


As the name of the paper implies, the 


idea of Mr. Archer is that the tariff of 
the United States be under the entire 
control of a commission of 15 members. 
This commission, it is suggested, should 
be divided into three parts of five mem- 
bers each, one part to represent the gov- 
ernment, one to represent labor, and the 
third to represent the manufacturing 
and commercial interests of the country. 


Our new tariff contemporary explains 


its ideas very completely, and we advise 
all our readers to send for a copy of the 
first number. The subject is one fraught 
with the utmost importance. 
There can 


be no doubt that the establishment of a 
'permanent protective tariff, that would 
not be subject to continuous petty tin- 
kering at the hands of incompetent mal- 
efactors, would tend to the progress and 
advancement of the American nation to 
a degree that we have hitherto never ex- 
perienced. 
Business could be establish- 


ed permanently and continue in an even 
course irrespective of politics .ind the 
fear of what may be the result of our pe- 
riodical congressional elections. Much 
can be said in favor of the project, which 
should not be lightly cast aside.

Whatever speeches have been made in de- 


fense of the bill on the other side, whether 
by gentlemen who were responsible only to 
their own constituencies or by the gentle- 


zruui from West Virginia, who ought to 
hn re been steadied by his sense of respon- 
uMllty to the whole country, have one and 
al!, with but rare exceptions, placed their 
authors uncompromisingly, except fnrtem- 
poiary purposes, on the side of unrestricted 
fiee tnide. 


The Last Word Uiimtld. 


It is evident that there is no ground for 


tlmt hope entertained by so many moder- 
ate men that this bill, bad as it is, could be 
a resMng place where our manufacturing 
ainl productive industries, such as may 
enivive, can re-establish themselves and 
have a mire foundation fur the future, free 
fritrn party bickering and party strife. 
II' nee, also, there can be no foundation for 
that cry so insidiously raised that this bill 
Bh'tuld bo passed at once because uncer- 
tainty is worse than any bill can possibly 
be 
Were this bill to pass both brandies 


today uncertainty would reign just the 
snnie. 


This result was inevitable. 
Although 


tins bill professed to open to the manufac- 
turers a new emof prosperity and professed 
to lie made In the interest of some of them, 
the moment it cumo to be defended on this 
floor the great bulk of it could not be de- 
fended on any other ground than the pi in- 
cij>les of free trade. Hence in this discus- 
sion the precise terms of this proposed act 
count for nothing, and we are left to the 
fli'-ouKRion of the principles which underlie 
the whole question. That question may 
not be decided here and now upon these 
pi inciples, but the ultimate decision by the 
people can have no other foundation. 


After this statement it would be entirely 


natural that a feeling of weariness should 
come over this audience, for if anything 
BCI ms to have been discussed until human 
oenire can bear it no more it is the tariff. 
Nevertheless the fact that the subject is 
Btill before the people shows that the last 
.Word has not yet been said and that the 
mibject has not yet been exhausted or un- 
derstood.

Nor have we in any way exhausted the 


future. The country is 10 times more capa- 
ble today of further development than it 
wan in 1860. Let me state one little Item,

Nevertheless, 
prejudiced and prepossessed as they are, 
they t re startled into some incautious 
truths. Says Mr. Jeans, whom I have al- 
ready quoted about the "amazing prosper- 
ity" of the. United States) 


"It r-'qulre-s, I think, unusual temerity to 


allege t hat tbe tariff system of the United 
States fias been a failure for that country," 


Wluit, a prejudiced English free trader 


regard:! as "unusual temerity" and which 
he might have called unexampled rashness 
is not only exhibited by our committee ol 
wuys ind meuijs. but I.y every gentleman 
who can recite Sydney Smith'sdiscourseon 
the taxed Englishmen under tho impression 


crease ne can «ver get will be Dy ttie opera- 
tion of natural laws working upon the op 
portunities which legislation may aid iu 
furnishing. The increase will never comt 
from the outside, will never be the gift of 
any employer. Can you get a carpenter or 
bricklayer to work for iij cents a day? He 
did it in England iu 1725. Today iu the 
United States it is a poor place where hi1 
cannot get 10 times that sum. 
Why does 


he have to have 10 times as much? Be 
cause the carpenter of today could no more 
live as did the carpenter ot 1725 than he 
could live in u cave and hunt biiakes for 
food. The difference ID wages means the 
difference iu living, and the$2.50 iy as much 
u necessity today as the 25 cents was 15C 
years ago. 


This question of wages is all important as 


bearing upon the question of consumption. 
All production depends upon consumption. 
Who are the consumers? in the old days, 
when the products of manufactures wera 
luxuries, the lord and his retainers, the 
Iridy and her maids were the. consumers, a 
class apart by themselves, but today tin 
consumers are the producer. Lung ago the 
laborer consumed only what would keep 
him alive. Today he aud his wife and theii 
children are so immeasurably the most val- 
uable customers that if the shop bad to give 
up the wealthy or those whom it is the cus 
torn to cull pour there would not be a mo 
merit's hesitation or a moment's doubt. 


Unfortunately the gentlemen on theothei 


side have persistently retained the old idea 
that tho producers are one class and the 
consumers are another, and hence we heai 
on all hands such stupidities of speech as 
those which sum up the workers in each 
branch and compare them with the whole 


nopoilsts? 
JJo you believe cne consumei 


pays the tax or the foreigner? Well, I am 
going to be perfectly frank about that and 
answer sometimes one, and sometimes the 
other, and sometimes both. The first thine 
the foreigner does when a tariff tax Is laic 
is to see if he can Ret into our market with 
out paying anything. If so, then he will 
not reduce his prices. If he cannot, he look; 
over his margin of profit and sees if he can. 
by abating borne part of these profits, gnl 
his goods iu. So far as he does abate them, 
he pays the tax. 
So far as he does not, th( 


rest of the tax is paid by tue consumer. 


If the foreigner pays all the tax, then 


within the limit where his goods can circu- 
late there may be protection or there ma> 
not. 
If after paying the whole tax he still 


has a margin of profit to sacrifice In tho in- 
dustrial war, there will be no protection 
or very limited protection. 
But if there be 


only a slight margin which he cannot sac 
riflce without rendering the market worth- 
less, the,u there will be competition th" 
same as if he manufactured here. In the 
latter case he at least caunot shut up out 
factories. 


In these cases .the price will not be raised. 


But where the consumer pays any part ol 
the tax by so much Is the price raised. This 
is the general rule, but ofteu it does not 
work so. After the act of 1800 large im- 
portations in anticipation of. large profits, 
anticipations frustrated by the Baring fail 
ure panic, made great changes in the case. 
Many prices did not rise at all, and yet 
manufacturers, knowing tiiut there would 
be a certainty at least that they could not 
be badly undersold, began work.

If those workers are all get 
ting good wages, they are themselves the 
market, and if t he wages are increasing tht 
market is also increasing. The fact that iu 
this country all the workers have been get- 
ting better wages than elsewhere is the 
very reason why our market is the best in 
the world aud why all the nations of the 
world are trying to break into it. We do 
not appreciate the nature of our market 
ourselves.

Our workmen penned up in our little 


country while Englishmen reveled iu tht 
markets of the world ought to be impovef 
{shed beyond all the experience of history 
Instead of that, the Aldrich report, whict 
dtv3£,rv« s the Iji^fh pqppmium of tho gentle 
man from New York (Mr. Cockran\ "with 
the approval of the distinguished secretarj 
of the treasury," eveu if it does "emanate 
from ft Democratic bureau of statistics," 
shows that since 1860 money wages have 
risen 6£ per cent. Op if you say—and yott 
would be right in so saying—that wages 
should be measured by what they will buy, 
the result is still moro striking. 


With wages rising, prices of manufac- 


tured goods falling, with lessening hours 
Of labo-, what more do you want .except 
more ol the same sort]1 


The truth is that this very question o| 


rising v.-ages is what makes a good rnnnj 
men fr-ie traders, People with fixed in- 
comes think that anything which raises 
wages ii inimical u> them. Manufacturers 
who hfve foreign markets are naturally 
anxioiu to have\vages on the foreign stand 
ard, and wijen a great cocoa manufacture! 
in Bosion and a great agricultural tool 
maker iu Philadelphia proolnjjH themselves 
on the side of free trade we find in both, 
cases a large foreign trade and along with 
it a desire for foreign wages for their work- 
inymen. 


I confess to you that, this question o) 


wages is to me the vital question. To in 
sure oil" growth in civilization find wealtlj 
we must not only have wages as high as 
they are now, but constantly and steudilj 
increasing. This desire of mine for con- 
stantly inert isini: wages does not have its 
origin i i love tor the milixiduiil, bu tin love 
for t be whole n.it ion iu I hat enlightened 
Bflfislu> •sswluch renignizt-.s ihegivattrutl] 
that 3 our laie, and mine, Mv. Speaker, aud 
the fate of your descendants and mine are 
so wrapped up in the fale of all others, that 
whatever con ribuces to their progress gives 
to us ali a nobler future and a higher hope.

But is not it a dreadful business to tas 


people? Not necessarily. Ta*es raised fo| 
a good purpose—like a scuoolhouse. a road 
an army, for payment of pensions, for thi 
public debt and iudeod for all the purposei 
of a free people—are not only not bad, bul 
very good. Taxes to build a pa]aoe fqr thj 
king's mistress or to place a barbarian 
queen ot) a deserted throne would be dread 
f ul, but we are not likely, owing to a series 
of fortunate accidents, tq be called, upon t< 
do even the last. 


But can you accomplish anything but op 


pressicm by taxes? Oh, yes| The gentle 
niau from Missouri (Mr. Hatch) will tell 
you that, taxation h»3 regulated oleonmr 
garine and cau regulate stock sales. At least 
so he thinks. 


On the question of the constitutionality 


of tariff taxation I shall spend no time, 1 
have not bee,n here as long as I have with 
out learuuig that "constitutionality" and 
"unconstltutipnality" on the other side ol 
the chamber are mere phrases, and thai 
when a gentleman of the other side, witk 
(Swelling voice, denounces the tariff as im 
constitutional he merely menus tb,at hi 
does not like it. 


Inasmuch as nobody in a hundred yea'n 


has even asked the supreme oourt to pasi 
on that question, it seems hardly worrt 
while to discuss it. If the Father of Hit 
Country, Iresu from the convention, in sign- 
ing the first tariff tax bill, signed an un- 
constitutional 
act, the gentleman from

It is not enough to have goods in the nat- 


ural market at a price which will bring a 
profit. The manufacturer must know that

any increase he may put up a plant. This 
operation of a tariff v, hich does not raiss 
the price is because, i ndustrial warfare some 
times as&umes this shape. Arivalmakei 
may sacrifice his goods iu order to sacrifice 
another man's factory or to prevent the es- 
tablishment of a competitor. If there be a 
tariff then which will not raise prices, but 
which will maintain them, then the native 
manufacturer's iisk in building a factory ia 
limited. He may be put to hard struggle, 
but h« cannot be beaten out of hand. He 
will have a fighting chance. 


There are, however, so many instance* 


where the foreigner pays the tax that there 
is no wonder that the assertion has been 
made broadcast. The Bermuda vegetable 
men appeared before this very committee 
to urge this very fact. Cauadu, both under 
the present law and just a f i e r t h e repeal 
of the reciprocity act, is a multitudinous 
witness all along our borders that the, for- 
eigner pays the tax. 
T venture to say that 


the lumber tax, loweied by the act of 18UD, 
has all of it gone out of our treasury into 
Canadian pockets. 


It would be an interesting chapter in 


economic history if we could have iu fig- 
ures the abatement of foreign prices which 


for it would show what enormous profits 
have been made out of us by these people 
when no protection existed. 


Having thus shown that even where tar 


iff taxes are paid by the foreigner and the 
price not raise V^bere. may be some protec- 
tion, let us £ice the question whether, 
where the price is raised and the consumer 
pays the whole tax or a part of it, there ia 
any benefit to our country thereby. Does 
not the public suffer for the benefit of tb.fi 
few? Not for the benefit of the capitalist, 
for in the long run your own political econ. 
omy will show you that protected industries 
will not obtain auy greater remuneration 
thau the unprotected. The same is ail they 
ask for and more than they often get. 


Protection EbtabliHhes Industries. 


The public again do not suffer for the 


sake of the employees of the protected in 
dustries, for they get no higher wages than 
the unprotected. In fact, the increase goes 
to one as much as the other. Who built 
the mills of B'all River? Who made tht 
machinery? 
Who furnish the provisions 


and the otiier consumable wealth which 
Fall River and its mills demand' The an- 
«•„•<„. moot 1,0, tho wbalo Ur.lto.1 Slnt.BS. 
"But," says my questioner, "if you only 
distribute this money which was taken 
from us for the extra price among us all 
again who paid it, what is the good?" It 
that were all there was to it, I could still 
answer that at least'there was no loss. But 
beyond a question this system establishes 
diversified industries. Nobody can doubt 
that. Diversified industries call out all the 
working powers of the world. Some men 
are fitted for one thing, some for another. 


The only way to utilize all the powers ol 


body and mind in a nation is to have some- 
thing which suits all. By this means the 
great army of the unemployed can be kept 
down. 
A nation which keeps its people 


employed is in the end sure to show the 
largest gains even, pf wealth,. 
Pivei'slfied 


industries educatethe peopieand give them 
a broader education than books can givd 
and BO help them on the road to greater 
civilization. 
We have already seen that 


greater civilization leads to higher wages, 
to greater production. In a country of high 
wages there are greater inducements for in- 
ventors, for they can save more by their in- 
ventions, which are therefore more readily 
adopted.

wages. The question naturally comes up, 
How pan these higher wages be got? There 
must be something for them to come from. 
Just think a moment what wages are. They 
are the devourers oC consumable wealth. 
In order to have more consumable wealth 
you must have an incentive for its creation. 
Wealth will never be mado unless a con- 
sumer stands ready. 
More consumable 


wealth, therefore, depends upon a broaden- 
ing market. This I have already shown 
does not mean more purchasers, but pur- 
chasers with better purses, though for that 
matter in this country we have both. 


But how can you make more wealth with 


the same number of workers? By using 
the forces of nature and byutilizinghumau 
brains. How pan you do that? By incen- 
tives. The brain po more works without 
Incentive than the body does. 


NeciafiBity tTie Mother of Invention. 


To hear the discussions in congress you 


wpuld suppose that invention dropped from 
heaven, like manna to the Jews. You 
would suppose that James Watt reached 
out into the darkness and pulled back a 
steam engine. It was not so. All inveutiou 
is the product of necessii ies and of pressure. 
Whaq tha boy whq wanted, tpgp ofi* to play, 
and so rigged the stopcocks that the engine 
weat itself, he was not onlyatrueiqventor, 
but he had the same motive—his personal 
advantage—that all inventors have, and 
like them was urged on by business neces- 
sities, 


What originated Bessemer steel — Sil 


Henry Bessemer? No, but, the necessities 
of railroads which would, every one of them, 
been bankrupt without steel rails. If Sil 
Henry had not invented the process, some- 
body else would. It detracts not one iota 
from the fame of Alexander Bell that a 
dozen men were close on his track. It haa 
been so in every great invention. I say, 
therefore, that it is the diversification ol 
our industries, that has stimulated inven- 
tions. Otherwise all the inventive power 
of America would have run to waste, and 
when a mau calculates the wonders ol 
American inventive genius he 
knows 


where some of our wealth comes from. 


As a further proof that invention is born 


of necessity, tell me why great inventions 
never come until the world is in such shape 
as to en j oy them ? W hat would the crusa- 
ders have done with railroads? There was 
Dofinoney enough in fhe world or travel 01 
merchandise to keep then} going a week, 


And this brings me to another fact. No 


invention is worth its salt which does not 
hav« Increased consumption behind it, 
Take the very case of railroads.

ruin. Lord Armstrong knew what he was 
doing when lie established an English iron 
manufactory in Italy with English appli- 
ances and Italian labor Ht hulf price. 


No, no, tariff does not make tbe blind 
net, cuu iniuu urtiK. uui noe.s 10 laise I lie 
dead to life, but it isa good, sound, sensible 
policy for the United States for its growth 
in riches and civilization, and ifittsstricken 
down the people who in their secret hearts 
will think us the most shortsighted will 
be the foreigners who profit by our folly.
